OKIIANIZATION  OF  THE  CITY  GOVERNMENT. 


Tuesday,  January  2,  1883. 
The  members  elect  of  the  City  Government  having  met 
for  organization,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  City 
Charter,  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  law  was  admin- 
istered to  the  Mayor  elect,  HoitATicrKiMUALL,  by  City 
Clerk  Doolittle,  after  which  His  Honor  the  Mayor  ad- 
ministered the  oath  of  office  to  the  following  Boards,  viz  :

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Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  F.  W.  Tonikins-,  after 
which  the  Mayor  delivered  his  Inaugural  Address,  as 
follows  : 


MAYOR  KIMBALL'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councilf< : — Our  meeting  to- 
day marks  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  inaugura- 
tion of  the  city  government  of  the  city  of  Keene  ; 
and  we  have  been  chosen  by  a  vote  of  the  people 
of  the  city  to  make  and  execute  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  municipality,  as  well  as  the  laws 
of  the  State  in  relation  thereto,  for  the  year  before 
us.  It  is  right  and  proper  in  assuming  these  duties 
that  we  should  take  note  of  the  material  prosperity 
we  see  attending  every  industry  within  our  borders, — the 
moral  and  educational  progress  of  the  people, — the  un- 
usually sound  financial  condition  of  our  corporate  institu- 
tions, business  firms  and  citizens  genei-ally, — and  the  ad- 
vance of  our  city  in  all  those  public  improvements  that  tend 
towards  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  citi- 
zens as  well  as  the  advancement  of  civilization  generally. 
For  all  these  let  us  be  duly  thankful,  and  at  the  same 
time  guard  ourselves  against  performing  any  act  tending 
towards  the  curtailment  of  these  blessinjjs,  or  leaving  un- 
expended  any  effort  for  their  advancement  during  the 
brief  time  we  are  entrusted  with  the  affairs  of  the  city. 


The  statutes  under  which  we  act  provide  that  "the 
Mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  communicate  to  the  City 
Councils  such  information  and  recommend  such  measures 
as  the  interests  of  the  city  shall  in  his  judgment  require." 
In  conformity  to  this  law  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the 
Mayor  at  the  inauguration  of  each  new  government  to 
make  a  full  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  city  government,  so  far  as  he  was  able  by 
enquiry  and  reference  to  official  reports  to  gather  facts  for 
the  purpose.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  I  have 
had  all  the  privileges  of  my  distinguished  predecessor  in 
collecting  statistics  to  lay  before  you.  The  fidelity  with 
which  the  City  Clerk  has  kept  the  records  and  documents 
of  his  office,  and  the  intelligent  reports  made  and  pub- 
lished by  the  several  business  committees,  commissioners 
and  boards,  make  it  an  easy  matter  to  analyze  the  whole 
and  lay  them  before  you,  were  such  a  work  necessary. 
But  this  very  fact  of  their  being  so  full  and  plain  makes 
it  unnecessary  for  me  to  do  little  more  than  refer  you  to 
these  reports,  as  published,  to  learn  all  you  may  desire 
in  regard  to  the  matters  with  which  you  will  now  have  to 
do  yourselves. 

FINANCES. 

The  published  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  past  year,  as  made  up  from  the  books  of  the  City 
Clerk  and  City  Treasurer,  is  before  you,  and  gives  us  the 
condition  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  city  at  the  end  of 
the  financial  year,  Dec.  1.  It  appears  that  the  receipts 
for  the  year  amounted  to  |137,747.5(i,  which  includes 
$35,000  temporarily  borrowed  for  sewer  works  ;  while  the 
expenditures  were  $125,691.10, — this  also  including 
$34,500.38  paid  on  sewer  construction  and  $10,500  for 
water  bonds  that  became  due  in  the  course  of  the  year. 
The  city's  assets  at  that  time  were  as  follows  :

With  an  indebtedness  of  $140,700  for  waterworks  bonds. 
But  since  this  report  was  made  u[),  some  heavy  trans- 
actions have  been  made  Avhich  change  materially  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  city.  The  judgment  against  the  city 
in  the  Manchester  &  Keene  Railroad  suit  made  it  neces- 
sary to  issue  bonds  for  that  amount ;  and  for  the  past  and 
prospective  cost  of  the  new  sewers,  bonds  were  also  is- 
sued ;  both  classes  of  bonds  are  dated  Jan.  1,  1883, 
bearing  four  per  cent,  interest.  The  railroad  bonds 
($160,000)  sold  at  a  premium  of  1.51  ;  they  are  payable, 
$15,000  in  1894  and  the  same  amount  each  year  there- 
after. The  sewerage  bonds  ($70,000)  sold  at  a  premium 
of  2.31 — payable  $15,000  in  1905,  and  the  same  amount 
each  succeeding  year  till  all  are  paid  up.  So  that  taking 
our  funded  indebtedness  as  it  is  sup[)Osed  to  stand  to-day 
and  it  will  be  as  follows  :

This  increase  of  $229,500  in  the  funded  debt  will  nec- 
essarily make  oin-  taxes  considerably  higher  for  some 
years  to  come  than  they  have  been  in  the  immediate  past. 
For  this  reason  it  stands  us  in  liand  to  be  more  than  ever 
vigilant   in  the   way  of  economy  at   every  point,  and    re- 


trench  in  our  ordinarv  cxjxMHlitures  wherever  such  ;i 
course  if;  j)racticahle. 

I  will  not  specify  the  nianv  ways  in  winch  you  will  he 
able  to  lessen  ex|)enses  from  what  they  iiave  heen  dnrinji" 
the  year  just  closed.  They  \\ili  sufi'uest  themselves  to 
you  before  making  u|)  your  final  estimate  for  the  annual 
appropriation  bill.  But  ther-e  is  one  matter  that  ought 
to  receive  your  attention  immediately,  and  that  is  the 
management  of  the  large  sur|)lus  of  money  that  we  shall 
find  in  the  treasury  at  the  opening  of  the  year.  From 
an  examination  of  the  treasiu'cr's  accounts,  (Dec.  HO,) 
and  estimating  the  amount  of  proceeds  from  bonds  the 
City  Finance  Committee  purpos(>  to  add  thereto  »lan.  1, 
less  the  amount  likely  to  be  ])aid  out,  I  should  say  the 
balance  in  the  treasury  would  be  fully  $80,000.

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I  can  see  no  immediate  use  for  but  a  small  part  of  this 
surplus.  The  first  payment  of  water  bonds  will  be 
(July  1.)  .$4,000  and  the  next  ($17,500,)  are  due  Jan. 
1,  18S4  ;  and  a  large  balance  on  sewer  account  will  not 
1)6  payable  till  tlie  job  is  com])leted  ;  so  it  would  seem 
that  for  six  months  at  least  a  large  surplus  will  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  city.  And  as  these  balances  have  in  the 
past  been  a  source  of  jealousy  while  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer,  (and  only  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  realized  by 
the  city,)  would  it  not  be  well  for  you,  if  this  surplus  is 
found  as  estimated,  to  invest  in  a  savings  bank,  say 
$50,000  for  six  n)onths  or  more?  or  perhaj)s  purchase 
back  at  the  market  price  that  amount  of  the  bonds  recent- 
ly sold,  which  can  be  re-sold  as  the  money  is  required  for 
use?     These  questions  are  for  your  consideration. 

On  the  whole,  we  have  no  occasion  for  anxiety  in  regard 
to  our  financial  affairs.  This  new  debt  has  been  antici- 
pated for  several  years,  and  does  not  take  our  people  by 
surprise.  ^^  hile  business  continues  as  flourishing  as  now 
the  increased  taxation  will  be  a  source  of  discomfort  to 
only  a  small  portion  of  the  population  ;  and  as  we  cannot 
see  in  the  future  any  occasion  for  an  addition  to  the  debt, 
we  have  only  to  look  forward  to  its  annihilation,  when 
taxes  ought  again  to  resume  the  low  rates  that  prevailed 
previous  to  our  adoption  of  the  many  "modern  improve- 
ments" that  are  now  makino'  taxation  rather  excessive. 


HIGHWAYS    AND    BRIDGES. 

The  report  of  Superintendent  Livermore  represents, 
among  other  things,  that  he  has  during  the  past  year  put 
in  thorough  repair  the  bridges  of  the  city,  as  well  as 
mending  and  improving  the  roads  generally.  The  addi- 
tional granite  walks  constructed  in  Central  Square  is  a 
marked  feature  of  his  labors  that  the  people  crossing  in 
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that  locality  ou<2fht  to  apj)reciate.  AVe  can  all  hear  tes- 
tunony  tliat  many  of"  our  streets  have  been  permanently 
made  better  during  the  year.  The  sewerage  construction 
has  made  temjjorarv  l)ad  work  with  some  of  them,  and 
the  public  will  probably  have  to  bear  similar  inconven- 
iences for  some  time  to  come.  I  should  judge,  by  look- 
ing over  the  financial  report,  that  the  money  appropriated 
for  this  use  had  been  prudently  applied  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. The  amount  of  money  used  is  reported  at 
$7,105.32. 

The  city  pasture,  under  the  same  superintendence,  be- 
sides furnishing^  all  the  river  oravel  used  on  the  streets, 
ofives  a  net  income  of  $137. 


TH?:    WATER    WORKS 

Make  a  favorable  financial  showing  in  favor  of  the  city, 
which  speaks  well  for  their  management,  and  is  a  testi- 
mony to  the  wisdom  of  the  people  in  establishing  them. 
With  a  construction  account  of  $162,898. 68,  the  earnings 
collected  last  year  amounted  to  $9,389.92.  This,  with 
the  privileges  the  city  enjoys  in  the  way  of  fire  hydrants, 
&c.,  make  it  already  a  good  paying  institution.  Our  at- 
tention, as  ('ity  Councils,  is  called  to  the  necessity  of 
looking  out  for  an  increase  of  the  water  supply,  as  the 
coming  facilities  for  sewerage  will  largely  increase  the 
amount  of  water  used,  and  in  proportion  increase  the  in- 
come of  the  works.  Many  methods  have  been  suggested 
for  auxiliary  suj)plies,  and  it  may  be  that  the  present 
Councils  will  feel  the  necessity  of  adopting  some  measure 
to  find  out  the  most  feasible  one  to  be  adopted.  And  so 
long  as  the  old  cement  pipe  is  proving  itself  to  be  so  ser- 
viceable, and  not  liable  to  require  any  cliange,  (as  proved 
by  the  decrease  of  breaks  last  year,)  the  cost  of  an  addi- 


tioual  rcf^(,'r\t)ii-  will  not  Ix'  so  inatci-iaily  iVlt  by  the  city, 
as  thoiiiiii  the  expense  of  a  eliaiii>'e  to  iron  pipe  was  in  im- 
mediate prospect. 

THE    CITY    MAi;SHAl/s    KEl'OItT 

Shows  that  the  laijors  of  the  police  have  been  juore  ardu- 
v)us  than  usnal  the  |)ast  year,  or  else  they  have  been  more 
vigilant  than  formerly  in  arresting  offenders  against  the 
ordinances  and  good  order  of  the  city.  The  total  arrests 
for  the  year  count  u|)  to  224,  against  105  for  the  previous 
year  and  159  for  the  year  1880.  Of  these  arrests,  214 
were  for  drunkenness,  against  96  for  the  same  cause  in 
18,S1,  and  lo2  for  the  year  1880.  It  is  probable  that  the 
increase  in  this  class  of  offences  may  l)e  attributed  quite 
fully  to  the  large  number  of  transient  persons  employed 
u})t)n  the  sewer  works.  1  do  not  believe  there  is  such  an 
increase  of  intemj)erance  on  the  part  of  our  citizens  as 
these  statistics  would  indicate.  If  there  is,  it  only  shows 
that  there  is  still,  more  than  ever,  work  for  the  reformers 
in  the  temperance  cause,  as  well  as  those  engaged  in  the 
other  reforms  of  the  day.  You,  as  City  Councils,  cannot 
regulate  the  appetites  of  the  {leople,  either  by  force  or 
persuasion,  but  you  ha\e  certain  duties  to  perfoi-m  when 
it  comes  to  the  matter  of  the  good  order  of  the  city. 
There  is  among  our  ordinances  one  established  at  the 
commencement  of  the  city  government,  which  was  intend- 
ed to  regulate  to  a  certain  degree  tlie  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  ;  and  I  presume  was  thought  to  be  going  as  far  in 
that  direction  as  it  was  j)rudent  to  go.  Xhat  ordinance, 
while  it  remains  in  our  book,  it  is  our  duty  to  see  respect- 
ed ;  and  as  its  enforcement  comes  under  the  duty  of  the 
City  Marshal,  it  lies  with  you  to  appoint  a  gentleman  to 
fill  this  position  who  will  be  efficient  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duty.      So  far  as  I  know  this  has  always  been  done  by 
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our  Marshals  in  the  [)a8t,  and  I  hope  to  hear  of  no  laxity 
in  that  direetion  for  the  year  to  eonic,  as  good  order  and 
sobriety  stand  foremost  in  giving  a  good  character  to  any 
community.  The  expenses  of  the  police  de})artnient  last 
year  are  reported  at  |1,(')70.78.  while  the  year  before  it 
was  only  $1,1()3.69. 


THE    FIRE    DEPAKTMENT. 

Chief  Engineer  Wheelock  tells  us  in  his  report  that  he 
has  "endeavored  to  keep  the  department  in  good  working 
order  at  all  times,"  and  I  think  the  citizens  of  Keene  who 
have  noted  the  efficiency  of  the  service  the  past  year  will 
concede  his  claim.  Though  it  has  had  no  large  fires  to 
contend  with  during  the  year,  aad  the  small  ones  have 
been  only  five  in  number,  I  have  heard  no  expressions  but 
favorable  ones  as  to  the  efficiency  and  good  conduct  of  the 
firemen.  The  engineers  and  several  of  the  companies 
have  recently  procured  handsome  uniforms  at  their  own 
expense,  and  they  claim  to  be  equal  in  appearance  as  well 
as  drill  with  any  fire  department  in  New  England.  The 
Chief  Engineer  asks  the  city  to  make  some  improvements 
in  the  quarters  of  two  of  the  companies,  and  also  for  an 
an-angement  connecting  the  fire  alarm  with  the  general 
telephone  office.  I  presume  these  requests  are  not  unrea- 
sonable, and  would  recommend  that  you  give  the  matter 
early  attention.  The  expenses  of  the  department  for  the 
year  amount  to  $1,873.29,  against  $1,806.82  for  the 
year  1881. 

SEWERAGE. 

It  having  been  understood  for  several  years  past, — or 
since  the  introduction  of  the  water  works, — that  a  system 
of  sewerage,  more    or   less   elaborate,  was   necessary  for 
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the  convenience  and  health  of  the  people,  each  govern- 
ment since  we  became  a  city  has  had  the  question  come 
before  it  as  to  what  it  had  better  do.  It  was  conceded  by 
all  that  something  should  be  done  ;  but  when  the  ques- 
tions came  u[)  as  to  what  system  should  be  adopted  and 
how  large  an  area  it  was  well  to  include  at  the  start, 
there  arose  a  division  of  opinion,  and  the  result  was  that 
nothing'  was  done  further  than  effecting  some  slight  ex- 
tensions  of  the  ordinary  street  drains.  As  we  all  know, 
the  government  just  expiring  took  the  matter  up  last  sum- 
mer, and  adopted  the  Waring  system.  A  plan  was  made 
by  Col.  Waring,  and  the  works  are  now  being  construct- 
ed by  a  company  that  dates  its  contract  in  the  city  of 
New  York.  This  plan  covers  nearly  the  whole  compact 
part  of  the  city,  and  it  is  claimed  that  the  capacity  of  the 
pipes  is  sufficient  for  the  work  it  has  to  do,  which  is  merely  to 
carry  off  sewage  matter,  and  not  intended  to  receive  the 
surface  water  made  by  rain  and  snow.  It  would  be  in- 
ferred from  the  reports  of  the  city's  committee  and  super- 
intendent, made  Dec.  1,  that  the  work  might  now  be 
about  one-half  completed,  and  that  the  })ipe  had  been  de- 
livered in  Keene,  accepted  and  paid  for  (less  25  per 
cent.)  sufficient  to  about  complete  the  job, — which  is 
promised  to  be  done  by  the  first  day  of  July  next,  for  the 
sum  of  $82,0()(). 

Now  it  will  devolve  upon  you  to  take  this  work  as  you 
find  it,  and  so  far  as  not  bound  by  former  contracts, 
manage  it  as  in  your  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the 
city  demand.  It  is  for  you  to  say  whether  the  work  of 
laying  the  pipes  and  back-filling  the  trenches  can  be  done 
at  this  season  of  the  year  as  the  specifications  in  the  con- 
tract demand.  Upon  these  points  the  specifications  are 
very  particular  in  providing,  first,  "that  before  each  pipe 
is  put  in  place  the  bottom  must  be  excavated  below  the 
depth  required,  to  receive  the  socket,  so  that   the  length 
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of  the  pipe  will  lie  firmly  on  the  graded  bottom  of  the 
trench.  After  the  joint  has  been  cemented  this  excava- 
tion nmst  be  filled  with  sand  or  fine  earth  to  suj)port  the 
u)ortar  firmly  in  its  place.  If  water  accumulates  in  the 
excavation  it  must  be  removed  with  a  syringe  or  sponge 
before  the  mortar  joint  is  made.  *  *  *  Where  the 
bottom  of  the  trench  is  so  soft  as  to  endanger  the  settling 
of  the  pipes,  they  will  be  supported  with  saddle-piles  of 
inch  boards  driven  firmly  into  the  ground  with  the  header 
and  maul,  using  two  piles  to  each  length  of  pipe.  Also, 
where  the  ground  is  naturally  hard,  but  on  account  of 
saturation  with  water  becomes  soft  and  mushy  by  work- 
ing, the  use  of  short  saddle-piles,  driven  to  a  grade  a6ot'e 
the  bottom  of  the  ditch  may  fiicilitate  and  improve  the 
work."  And,  second,  in  regard  to  back-filling,  the  speci- 
fications require  that  "after  a  small  portion  of  the  pipe 
has  been  covered  to  the  required  depth  of  two  feet,  a  man 
will  stand  on  the  filling  and  will  continue  this  depth  along 
the  whole  line,  by  carefully  placing  over  the  pipes  ahead 
of  him  suchj^ne,  ^?'^  earth  as  shall  be  shoveled  to  him 
by  men  above."  I  make  these  quotations  to  show  that 
aside  from  getting  the  grades,  sewer-making  requires 
very  nice  work,  and  as  it  is  so  far  out  of  sight  it  is  essen- 
tial that  it  be  done  thoroughly  the  first  time.  Can  it  be 
so  done  in  winter  weather?  I  do  not  know  for  a  certain- 
ty, but  it  looks  doubtful,  and  you  may  think  it  proper  to 
employ  some  disinterested  experts  in  the  use  of  cement 
and  laying  of  pipes  to  investigate  this  matter  and  report 
to  us.  And  if  their  opinions  confirm  our  fears  it  will  be 
your  duty  to  cause  the  work  to  be  suspended  until  the 
proper  time.  It  will  also  devolve  upon  you  to  perform 
the  delicate  service  of  establishing  rules  regulating  the 
rates  and  special  taxes  to  be  paid  by  those  who  are  bene- 
fitted by  sewerage.  And  as  the  work  of  suj)erintendence 
and  inspection   is   now  done    by  high-salaried   men   from

abroad,  you  may  find  it  necessary,  when  their  iahors 
cease,  to  establish  a  local  board  of  commissioners,  or  a 
superintendent,  or  both  as  in  our  water  works,  for  the 
purpose  of  managing  the  sewers.  These  inatters  will  be 
likely  to  come  before  you  during  the  year,  and  I  trust  you 
will  give  them  all  the  attention  they  deserve.  The  com- 
mittee recommend  a  plan,  which  in  the  form  of  an  ordi- 
nance is  appended  to  their  printed  report,  and  it  may  be 
about  what  is  required. 

If  these  sewers  when  completed  work  as  well  as  their 
projector  promises,  they  will  be  a  source  of  convenience 
and  comfort  to  our  householders  that  will  make  the  ex- 
pense seem  as  light,  perhaps,  as  that  of  any  other  of  the 
many  luxuries  we  enjoy. 


CLAIMS    AGAINST    THE    CITY. 

From  the  report  of  the  City  Solicitor  and  the  records 
of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  we  learn  that  there 
are  a  number  of  unsettled  suits  and  claims  against  the 
city.  I  trust  they  can  all  be  justly  settled  in  the  course 
of  the  year,  and  that  all  others  that  may  arise  during  our 
terms  may  be  adjusted  without  recourse  to  law. 

The  plain  statement  of  the  Solicitor  in  relation  to  the 
M.  &  K.  railroad  suit  shows  us  how  this  vexed  matter 
finally  finds  rest.  Although  the  city  has  lost  its  case,  I 
am  sure  it  is  through  no  fault  of  the  able  gentlemen  who 
have  had  the  management  on  its  side  ;  and  although  the 
controversy  has  been  expensive,  there  is  no  doubt  the  ex- 
pense has  been  more  than  made  up  by  the  increased  value 
of  the  bonds  issued  on  a  debt  that  was  once  doubtfully 
legal,  but  finally  based  on  a  judgment  of  the  Supreme 
Court. 
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CIVIL    SEHVICK. 


While  the  country  at  hirge  seems  to  be  advancing  towards 
civil  service  retbrin,  we  must  not  us  a  municipality  be  un- 
mindful of  so  coi-rect  a  i)rinci[)Ie.  Among  your  first  du- 
ties will  be  the  election  of  several  oflficers  to  fill  important 
executive  jjositions  during  the  year.  I  would  suggest 
that  where  these  places  are  now  filled  by  persons  entirely 
competent  and  faithful,  it  is  not  doing  your  duty  to  the 
city  to  make  a  change  ;  and  it  would  be  equally  wrong  to 
continue  an  incompetent  ofiScer  in  his  place  merely  for 
personal  or  political  motives.  In  making  your  choice  1 
trust  each  member  will  act  just  as  he  would  were  it  a 
business  of  his  own,  and  fill  all  these  places  with  the  per- 
sons who  appear  to  be  the  best  fitted  for  the  service.

REPORT   OF   SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  City  Councils: 

Gentlejien  :  The  following  is  submitted  as  my  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Highways  in  the  City  of  Keene,  for 
the  year  1883. 

Owing  to  the  bad  condition  of  the  streets  after  the 
sewer  had  been  laid  through  them,  a  greater  expenditure 
has  been  necessary  to  restore  them  to  a  good  condition 
than  otherwise  they  need  receive.  Aside  from  this,  the 
year  has  been  very  favorable  to  preserve  good  roads  and 
walks  without  unusual  outlay  of  work  and  material. 

21(U  loads  of  gravel  from  the  City  pasture  have  been 
put  as  the  places  demanded,  on  Court  in  part,  Marlboro', 
West,  Rallston,  Emerald,  Grove,  Winchester  and  Main 
streets.  This  gravel  is  the  best  material  for  roads  that 
we  can  command,  for  streets  with  its  use  are  in  a  fair  con- 
dition. 

Rotten  stone  is  the  best  material  we  have  for  sidewalks. 
586  loads  of  this  have  been  used  to  repair  the  walks  on 
West,  Emerald,  Rallston,  Winchester,  Church,  Marlboro', 
Grove,  entire  ;  Water  and  Roxbury  streets,  Butler  and 
Madison  courts.  An  entire  new  sidewalk  has  been  built 
on  Pearl  street ;  and  the  road  and  walk  on  Island  street 
have  been  raised  so  as  to  be  above  hififh  water. 


The  old  sewers  luive  been  tlioroughly  cleaned  and 
repaired,  and  an  addition  j)ut  on  near  Beaver  Millt<. 

Brido-os  are  in  a  li'ood  fair  condition,  having  been  niostl)^ 
rebuilt  and  repaired  during  the  last  two  years. 

The  roads  leading  into  the  City  are  in  a  good  condition 
and  satisfactory. 

For  expenses  see  financial  report.

FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL   REPORT. 


To  the    Citii   Councils : 

The  usual  exhibit  of  the  financial  affairs,  etc.,  ot"  the 
Keene  Water  Works  for  the  year  ending  December  1, 
1883,  is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
which  we  hand  you  herewith  ;  and  the  Commissioners 
have  the  pleasure  of  again  reporting  the  duties  of  that 
officer  well  performed,  particularly  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  the  water-rates,  which  have  been  attended 
to  in  a  manner  highly  creditable  to  the  office,  and  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  department,  as  well  as  to  the  general 
satisfaction  of  patrons. 

The  water  mains  and  other  appurtenances  of  the  Works 
have  been  kept  in  their  usual  good  working  conditions  : 
but  the  present  prospects  of  our  water  supply  seem  to 
demand  a  chans^e  from  the  letharofic  and  neo^ative  action 
which  has  prevailed. 

While  it  is  gratifying  to  note  increasing  patronage  and 
income,  with  the  consequent  advantages  which  the  exten- 
sion and  development  of  our  system  of  Water  Works 
may  afford  to  those  who  should  enjoy  its  benefits,  it  is 
desirable  to  have  reasonable  assurance  that  the  supply 
may  be  kept  commensurate  to  the  increasing  demand  and 
not  be  unnecessarily  liable  to  interruption  or  failure. 
Although  "  rain  in  due  season  "'  may  save  us  from  imme- 
diate scarcity  of  water,  and  continued  good  fortune  may 
for  awhile  avert  disaster  from  a  failure  of  the  principal 
water  main,  yet,  ordinary  prudence  seems  to  demand  an 
additional  source  of  supply — and  the  present  state  of  the 
reservoirs  does  not  warrant  the  expectation  that  this  can 
long  be  delayed  without  a  reminder  of  the  expediency  of 


59 

some  decisive  action  in  this  important  matter  quite  as  tor- 
ciljle  (and  perhaps  nearly  as  unpleasant)  as  the  repeated 
suggestions  of  the  Water  Board,  who  in  accordance  with 
their  duty  have  endeavored  to  give  timely  and  sufficient 
warning  of  what  they  consider  an  evident  necessity. 
Having  done  this,  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  a 
sufficient  supply,  on  restricted  use,  with  its  contingent 
disadvantages,  must  rest  entirely  with  the  City  Councils. 

During  the  past  year  a  revision  of  water  rates  has  been 
made,  with  a  slight  increase  in  some  directions,  particu- 
larly in  the  charges  for  the  larger  quantities  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes — which  make  an  important  factor 
in  the  earnings  of  the  Works — and  have  aided  materially 
in  making  the  receipts  equal  the  expenditures  for  interest 
and  working  expenses.  Although  these  rates  are  now 
extremely  moderate,  (as  compared  with  rentals  for  similar 
uses  in  other  places)  some  have  demurred  at  the  advance. 
yet,  in  most  cases  the  change  has  been  accepted  as  rea- 
sonable and  expedient. 

The  Keene  Water  Works  may  now  be  said  to  be  prac- 
tically, self-sustaining,  and  with  a  liberal  and  judicious 
policy  in  their  further  development  and  management,  we 
see  no  reason  why  their  prosperous  condition  may  not 
continue,  and  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  their 
use  be  largely  increased.  A  little  intelligent  legislation 
is  ffreatlv  needed,  however,  to  advance  the  best  interests 
of  the  department. 

Trusting    that    its    requirements    will    not    escape    the 
attention  of  the  City  Government,  these  suggestions  are 
Respectfully  submitted.

I  take  pleasure  in  again  being  able  to  report  a  large 
increase  in  the  revenue  from  water  rents,  and  hope  the 
City  Government  will  soon  devise  some  [)lan  whereby 
the  supply  may  be  increased  so  as  to  keep  pace  with  this 
growing  demand.  We  have  made  quite  extensive  addi- 
tions to  the  works  the  past  year,  giving  the  water  to  sec- 
tions that  were  very  much  in  need  of  it ;  as  a  con- 
sequence have  added  more  connections  than  in  any  other 
year  since  1873.  Water  in  the  pond  is  lower  at  this  season 
than  it  has  been  before,  since  I    have  had  care   of  the 
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works;  the  depth  ot"  water  at  the  fjate  house  was,  Dec.  1, 
about  seven  feet  and  tour  inches.  With  this  limited 
supply  it  is  necessary  that  rigid  economy  should  he 
exercised  in  its  use.  The  repair  account  has  been  aliout 
the  same  as  usual  with  the  exception  ot*  extra  expense  on 
Beaver  street,  in  repairing  damage  caused  by  lightning.

REPORT   OF   CHIEF   ENGINEER. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  City  Councils: 

Gextlemex  :  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  fire  department  for  the  year  ending  Dee.  1, 
1883. 

In  the  year  just  passed,  we  have  had  an  unusual  amount 
of  fires,  and  of  course  have  sustained  greater  losses  than 
usual,  but  the  companies  have  been  very  pronipt  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties.  The  department  is  in  fine 
working  order,  which  is  greatly  due  to  the  valuable 
aid  of  my  assistants.  The  condition  of  the  apparatus  is 
good. 

The  Deluge  Hose  Company  has  made  some  more 
improvements  in  their  already  handsome  hall ;  their  hall 
is  now  one  of  the  best,  as  it  should  be,  for  it  is  the  head- 
quarters of  one  of  the  best  hose  companies  in  the  state. 

The  Phoenix  Company  have  refitted  and  refurnished 
their  hall  in  a  very  neat  manner  ;  their  quarters  are  now 
all  right,  and  I  think  perfectly  satisfactory  to  the  com- 
pany. This  company  has  greatly  improved,  and  is  now 
one  of  the  best. 

The  Hook  &  Ladder  Company  has  greatly  improved, 
and  is  a  far  better  company  than  I  should  suppose  we 
could  have  in  the  miserable  quarters  they  occupy.  We 
have  this  year  added  2  twenty-foot  ladders,  2  forty-foot 
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ladders  and  1  t<ixty-five-tbot  Bangor  cxtinision  ladder  to 
their  carriage  ;  and  I  recommend  that  they  be  provided 
with  better  quarters  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  has  been  found  expedient  and  necessary  by  the  Board 
of  Engineers  to  discharge  from  service  the  Neptune  Hose 
Company,  and  tiiere  is  now  no  such  company  in  the 
department. 

There  has  been  a  very  valuable  addition  made  to  the 
department  this  year  by  the  purchase  of  a  very  fine 
Amoskeag  steamer,  and  850  feet  of  steamer  hose  ;  the 
machine  is  a  very  fine  one,  and  the  city  might  well  be 
proud  of  it.  We  have  also  formed  a  Steamer  company 
that  runs  the  steamer,  and  the  hose  cart  formerly  used  by 
the  Neptune  company.  The  Steamer  company  consists  of 
20  volunteers  who  serve  without  pay.  Great  credit  is 
due  to  Capt.  E.  S.  Foster  and  Engineer  Piper  of  the 
of  the  Steamer  company  for  their  energy  and  persever- 
ance in  forming  so  fine  a  company  in  so  short  a  time. 
The  steamer  is  now  located  at  the  old  Neptune  house,  and 
I  would  recommend  an  early  removal  to  more  suitable 
quarters.

The  whole  department  is  well  uniformed.

The 
first  glance  will  show  you  the  light,  pleasant  alcoves  with 
their  well-filled  shelves,  containing  the  latest  publications, 
or  the  places  where  they  belong  (for  you  seldom  find  the 
best  books  there)  as  we  have  not  a  few  choice  readers  in 
our  city. 

Next,  our  obliging  and  business-like  librarian  will 
explain  to  you  the  admirable  working  of  the  Card  Cata- 
logue, which  has  cost  days  and  months  of  unwearied 
skilful  labor.  Here  the  anxious  seeker  after  some  miss- 
ing link,  with  which  to  complete  his  essay  or  discussion, 
is  directed  straight  to  the  hidden  truth  or  historical  fact, 
and  much  valuable  time  is  saved.  You  then  pass  on  to 
the  Reference  Department,  pausing  to  look  over  the  table 
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covered  with  the  best  magazines  :  and  if  it  chance  to  he 
out  of  school  hours,  you  will  see  the  pupils  seated  around 
it,  not  to  read  the  stories,  but  to  glean  choice  bits  of 
knowledge  from  the  excellent  papers  on  art,  science, 
biography  and  travel,  contributed  by  master  minds  in  our 
own  and  foreign  lands. 

And  now  you  come  to  the  grandest  portion  of  our 
Library,  —  the  solid  books  of  reference  ;  and  here  you  find 
the  members  of  our  higher  grade  of  schools,  with  pencil 
and  note-book  in  hand,  busily  gleaning  facts  and  dates  to 
aid  them  in  acquiring  the  liberal  education  which  is  the 
birthright  of  every  child  in  Keene.

EEPORT  OF  CITY  SOLICITOR. 


To  the  City  Councils : 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

Elizabeth  E,  Jennison  vs.  Keene.  This  action  has 
been  settled  by  the  payment  of  $15,  in  accordance  with 
the  proposition  referred  to  in  my  last  report. 

The  Manchester  and  Keene  Railroad  Goiini')any  vs. 
Iieene.  The  execution  in  this  case  has  been  satisfied. 
The  city  has  received  from  the  county  of  Hillsborough 
$300  towards  the  referees'  fees. 

The  cases  against  Messrs.  Dawe  &  Bonallie,  in  which 
the  city  is  summoned  as  trustee  on  account  of  the  gratuity, 
are  still  pending. 

Joseph  G.  Warren  vs.  TTeene.  This  action  is  still 
pending.  The  engagements  of  the  referee,  Hon.  George 
A.  Bingham,  have  prevented  a  trial. 

Parker  O.  Butler  et  al.  vs.  Keene.  This  action  has 
been  tried  before  the  County  Commissioners,  to  determine 
the  damages  to  which  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  by  reason 
of  the  laying  out  of  Pitcher  street  through  their  land. 
The  sum  awarded  was  $45.00,  which  has  been  paid,  to- 
gether with  the  costs. 

Lawrence  Collins  vs.  Keene.  This  action  has  been 
settled  by  payment  of  the  whole  amount  claimed,  $15.00, 
together  with  the  costs. 
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State  vs.  Keene.  Indictment  for  alleged  detects  in 
the  old  Sullivan  road.  Settled  by  repairing  the  road  and 
paying  the  costs  of  prosecution. 

The  above  cases  w^ere  referred  to  in  the  last  report. 
Since  Dec.  1,  1882,  the  following  actions  have  been  com- 
menced against  the  city  : 

Frank  K.  Jewett,  A.dm^r.  vs.  Keene.  This  action 
was  entered  at  the  April  term  of  court.  It  was  brought 
to  recover  damages  occasioned  by  the  death  of  C.  C.  At- 
wood  of  Nelson,  in  November,  1882,  while  driving  upon 
the  Sullivan  road.  The  plaintiff  claimed  that  the  high- 
way was  defective  at  the  point  where  the  accident  occurred 
by  reason  of  a  telephone  pole  standing  within  its  limits, 
and  that  Mr.  Atwood's  wagon  came  in  contact  with  the 
pole,  whereby  he  was  thrown  out  and  killed.  By  a  recent 
decision  of  the  court  in  a  similar  case  it  became  evident 
that  any  verdict  the  plaintiff  might  recover  would  be  for 
nominal  damages  only.  The  case  has  thereupon  been 
settled  without  expense  to  the  city  other  than  the  payment 
of  its  own  costs  and  counsel  fees.  Messrs.  Batchelder  & 
Faulkner  were  of  counsel  for  the  city. 

Francis  Gallagher  vs.  Keene.  This  is  a  petition  for 
the  assessment  of  damages  occasioned  the  plaintiff  by  the 
location  of  the  sewer  through  his  land.  It  stands  con- 
tinued to  the  adjourned  term  of  court  in  January. 

This  petition  and  the  suit  of  Mr.  Warren  are  the  only 
cases  now  pending  against  the  city. 

By  order  of  the  City  Marshal,  I  have  prosecuted  sev- 
enty persons  before  the  police  court  for  police  offences 
committed  during  the  year.

By  the  enactment  of  the  law  at  the  last  session  of  our 
State  Legislature  changing  the  time  of  gaining  settle- 
ments from  18G0  to  1870,  many  of  our  City  poor  will 
become  a  County  charge. 

For  the  account  in  detail  of  charities  dispensed  by  us, 
we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  committee  on  finance.

HEALTH  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Councils  of  the  CityofKeene: 
Gentlemen  : — During  the  past  year  we  have  received 
but  few  complaints  alleging  the  existence-  of  unsanitary, 
dangerous,  or  offensive  conditions  of  premises.  One  or 
two  minor  cases  were  reported  early  in  the  year,  but  the 
causes  of  complaint  were  promptly  alleviated  or  removed 
in  accordance  with  our  suggestions.  We  have  noticed  a 
feeling,  which  has  seemed  to  be  quite  general,  this  year, 
that  the  new  sewers,  if  successful  in  their  operation,  were 
destined  to  cause  a  radical  change  in  the  methods  adopted 
for  the  disposal  of  a  larger  part  of  the  sewage  of  our  city. 
While  the  system  was  as  yet  untried  or  incomplete,  people 
were  disposed  to  tolerate,  for  a  time,  conditions  which 
might  otherwise  have  caused  complaint  to  this  board,  in 
the  hope  that  a  remedy  more  thorough  and  effectual  than 
could  otherwise  be  hoped  for  might  be  found  through  this 
new  medium. 

Many  of  the  compact  portions  of  our  city  have  certainly 
suffered  much  for  several  years  for  want  of  suitable  sew- 
ers to  convey  away  domestic  filth  and  refuse  of  the  most 
dangerous  and  annoying  kinds.  In  June,  1882,  the 
Health  Commissioners  presented  a  memorial  to  the  city 
government  upon  this  subject,  in  which  the  immediate 
necessity  of  a  more  complete  sewerage  system  in  certain 
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parts  of  the  city  was  alleged.  As  a  result,  the  Waring 
system  was  adopted,  and  these  sewers  are  now  laid  and 
ready  for  use  throughout  the  compact  portions  of  the 
town.  If  the  experience  of  the  few  weeks  which  have 
elapsed  since  their  completion  can  be  taken  as  a  criterion, 
they  are  destined  to  be  much  more  extensively  and  gener- 
ally used  than  their  most  ardent  friends  had  ever  dared  to 
predict.  Up  to  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report, 
over  ninety  permits  for  connections  had  been  issued  by  the 
Superintendent ;  owners  of  buildings  and  houses  of  all 
classes  being  found  among  the  applicants.  Finding  peo- 
ple thus  ready  and  anxious  to  avail  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity offered  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city,  we  have  felt  that  our  services  were  entirely  uncalled 
for  except  in  cases  where  especial  complaints  were  en- 
tered. 

Early  in  July  the  attention  of  the  Health  Commissioners 
was  called  to  the  condition  of  the  brook  running  from  a 
point  near  Symonds'  tannery  to  the  river,  and  crossing 
Pearl  street  near  the  residence  of  Mr.  Gorman.  Into 
this  stream  the  liquid  refuse  from  the  vats,  etc.,  at  the 
tannery  has  always  been  discharged.  Frequent  complaints 
and  some  litigation  have  already  resulted  therefrom,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor  and  others  acquainted  with 
the  facts,  further  litigation  was  then  and  is  now  imminent 
unless  the  city  takes  measures  to  abate  the  nuisance  which 
doubtless  exists. 

The  brook  was  examined  by  the  Health  Commissioners 
and  the  City  Physician.  There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that 
the  stream  is  in  a  condition  which  endangers  the  public 
health,  especially  during  low  water.  The  bed  and  banks 
of  the  stream  are  coated  and  saturated  with  animal  and 
vegetable  matter,  absorbed  from  or  deposited  by  the  tan- 
nery waste  ;  and  when  the  weather  is  hot  and  the  water 
is  low,   these   substances  putrefy,  with   the  result  which 
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might  be  anticipated.  One  or  nioi'e  attempts;  to  mitigate 
the  evil  hy  cleaning  out  the  brook  have  been  made  here- 
tofore, we  believe;  but  even  at  the  best  but  a  tem|)orarv 
relief  can  in  this  way  be  afforded.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  brook  might  be  covered  for  a  short  distance  nenr  the 
houses  on  Pearl  street,  and  the  ol)jectioiiable  odors  thus 
confined.  We  do  not  think  this  remedy  would  be  effec- 
tual or  practicable.  The  cause  of  complaint  and  the  dan- 
gerous exhalations  from  the  decomposing  filth  woidd  still 
remain  or  escape  freely  into  the  atmos|)here. 

Upon  further  examination  and  after  ascertaining  the 
nature  and  quantity  of  waste  discharged  from  the  tannery, 
your  commissioners  came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  radical 
change  either  in  the  manner  of  convej'ing  away  or  of  dis- 
posing of  the  liquid  refuse  could  alone  remedy  the  evil 
which  now  exists.  The  discharge  of  this  refuse  into  the 
brook  can  doubtless  be  prevented  by  legal  means  ;  but  by 
so  doing  the  City  might  seriously  discommode  or  cripple 
an  important  manufacturing  industry,  and  this,  it  seems  to 
us,  would  be  neither  wise  nor  profitable  to  do.  It  would 
be  wiser  for  the  community,  perhaps,  to  provide  in  whole 
or  in  part,  a  remedy  which,  while  not  interfering  with  the 
tannery,  would  do  away  with  the  nuisance  (;oniplained  of. 

The  only  practical  way  to  do  this  would  seem  to  be  to 
lay  a  sewer  pipe  from  the  tannery  to  some  point  in  the 
rever  where  this  waste  can  be  safely  discharged.  In  order 
that  the  feasibility  of  this  plan  might  be  fully  determined 
upon,  we  employed  Mr.  John  J.  Holbrook  to  make  a 
survey,  taking  levels  and  giving  distances  along  three 
routes,  which  seemed  practicable.  We  have  caused  a 
plan  and  profile  of  these  three  proposed  routes  to  be  filed 
in  the  City  Clerk's  Oflfice  for  future  reference. 

From  the  levelings  and  measurements  taken,  we  find 
that  a  sewer  can  be  laid  from  the  tannery  to  the  river,  up- 
on a  good  grade,  without  difificulty.      A  six-inch  vitrified 
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pipe  would  bo  of  ample  size  ;  and  this  should  be  laid  at 
a  cost  of  from  seventy  to  ninety  cents  per  foot.  The 
first  route  proposed  is  to  proceed  in  as  direct  a  line  as 
possible  from  the  tannery  along  the  north  side  of  tlie 
Cheshire  Railroad  embankment,  crossing  Pearl  street  and 
entering  tlie  river  near  the  covered  railroad  bridge.  The 
distance  by  this  route  is  about  2970  feet ;  the  fall  some- 
thing over  ten  feet.  The  second  route  proposed  is  to 
follow  in  or  near  the  channel  of  the  present  brook  from 
the  tannery  to  the  river.  The  distance  by  this  route  is 
3525  feet ;  the  fall  about  the  same  as  by  the  first  route. 
The  third  route  proposed  is  to  follow  route  number  two 
as  far  as  Pearl  street,  and  to  proceed  thence  via  Pearl 
sti-eet  to  Winchester  street,  striking  the  river  below  the 
Winchester  street  bridge.  The  distance  by  this  route 
would  be  some  5300  feet ;  and  the  fall  about  two  feet 
more  than  by  the  other  routes.  The  sewage  would  enter 
the  river  below  the  stream  which  comes  from  Faulkner  & 
Colony's  mill,  ensuring  a  good  current  in  the  river  at 
this  point  at  almost  all  seasons. 

After  considering  the  matter  carefully,  your  commis- 
sioners are  of  the  opinion  that  the  best,  if  not  the  only 
practicable  and  effectual  way  to  dispose  of  this  tannery 
waste,  is  to  convey  it  to  the  river  through  a  vitrified  sewer 
pipe.  A  six-inch  pipe  will  be  large  enough  to  carry  all 
the  tannery  waste  and  much  other  sewage  if  desired. 
Such  a  pipe  can  be  thoroughly  flushed  by  water  from  the 
present  brook  if  needed.  We  think  the  best  route  to  be 
the  one  first  named,  viz  :  from  the  tannery  to  the  river 
near  the  covered  railroad  bridge.  The  cost  would  prob- 
ably not  exceed  $2400,  and  we  think  it  would  be  less. 
We  have  consulted  Mr.  Symonds,  once  or  twice,  and 
endeavored  to  ascertain  what  portion,  if  any,  of  this  he 
would  be  willing  to  bear,  but  he  was  not  disposed  to 
make  any  proposition.      We  think  the  plans  and  surveys 
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which  we  have  caused  to  be  made  will  be  of  material  aid  in 
solving  the  problem  of"  the  di:<posal  of  this  sewage,  in 
the  future. 

The  only  other  complaint  upon  which  the  board  has 
felt  called  uj)on  to  take  formal  action  was  one  entered  in 
regard  to  the  drainage  from  the  Eagle  Hotel  property, 
owned  by  the  Boston  &  Lowell  railroad  corporation.  The 
sanitary  conditions  here  have  been  bad  for  years,  and 
upon  examination  of  the  premises  your  commissioners 
deemed  it  expedient  that  the  sinks,  water  closets,  etc.,  in 
this  building  be  connected  with  the  public  sewer.  An 
order  to  this  effect  was  therefore  issued  to  the  owners  of 
the  property  October  10,  and  said  order  was  complied 
with  within  the  thirty  days  allowed  in  said  notice. 

Your  commissioners  also  requested  Mr.  F.  C.  Foster 
to  conduct  all  the  liquid  wastes  from  his  tannery  into  the 
main  sewer  on  Beaver  street,  instead  of  alio  wins:  such 
wastes  to  be  discharo-ed  into  Beaver  brook  as  has  hereto- 
fore  been  done.  Our  request  was  willingly  complied 
with.  The  sewao-e  from  a  number  of  houses  near  this 
brook  has  also  been  discharged  into  the  sewers  instead  of 
into  the  brook,  and  but  little  further  exertion  is  needed  to 
free  this  stream  entirely  from  sewage  above  the  town 
brook  or  sewer  which  enters  it  near  Beaver  mills.  Should 
the  operation  of  our  sewerage  system  be  successful  (and 
no  indications  to  the  contrary  have  as  yet  developed)  the 
future  disposal  of  domestic  and  other  filth  in  our  city  will 
be  greatly  simplified.

A   JOINT    RESOLUTION  in  favor  of  the  Pargetized 
Can  Co. 

Resolved  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene, 
as  follows  : 

Whereas,  the  Pargetized  Can  Company  has  represent- 
ed to  the  City  Councils  that  it  proposes  to  erect  during

In  the  annual  city 
reports  shall  l)e  published  all  l)y-laws  and  ordinances  and 
such  joint  resolutions  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee 
the  public  good  require  ;  and  the  annual  school  report 
shall  be  puldished  under  their  direction. 

Skc.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  committee  to  con- 
tract for  said  printing  and  publishing  at  the  lowest  busi- 
ness prices. 

Sec.  4.  Section  two  of  chapter  four  of  the  city  or- 
dinances, and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  Pay  of  Firemen,  etc. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  (Councils  of  the  City  of 
Keene,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Each  member  of  every  company  in  the  fire 
department  shall  receive  for  his  services  at  the  rate  of 
twelve  dollars  per  year  in  addition  to  the  sum  allowed  by 
law  ;  but  no  member  shall  be  paid  for  less  than  three 
months'  service,  unless  sooner  discharged  from  his  com- 
pany by  the  pro[)er  authority  for  cause  other  than  his  own 
request,  nor  unless  he  shall  have  performed  his  duties  in 
a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  company  officer,  and  re- 
spondcid  to  all  calls  made  upon  him,  or  given  satisfactory 
excuse  for  any  failure  to  do  so. 


Sec.  2.  The  foiuMiian  of  each  company  in  the  fire  de- 
partment 8hall  report  to  tlie  City  Clerk  at  the  exj)iration 
of  each  quarter  the  names  of  all  men  who  have  been  ac- 
tive members  of  his  company  during  the  quarter,  or  any 
part  thereof,  giving  date  of  all  discharges,  and  of  all 
elections  of  new  members  ;  and  in  his  report  he  shall 
compute  the  pay  of  each  member  according  to  the  pre- 
ceding section  ;  and  he  shall  make  oath  to  the  correctness 
of  his  report  thereon. 

Skc.  3.  The  City  Clerk  shall  furnish  to  each  foreman 
proper  blanks  for  his  reports  and  pay  rolls. 

Sec.  4.  An  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  relating 
to  Firemen,"  as  passed  May  20,  1880,  and  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.      This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

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AN   OilDlNANCE  to  regulate  the  House   Drainage  and 
the  Connections  witli  the  Public  Sewers. 

Jie    it    ordained   by   the   City   Councils    of   the    City  of" 
Kecne,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  general  care  and  management  of  the 
new  sewers  now  in  process  of  construction  l)y  the  Drain- 
age Construction  Com[)any,  in  Keene,  shall  be  vested  in 
Board  of  VV^ater  Conunissioners  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  completed  and  turned  over  to  the  city,  agreeably  to 
the  contract  between  said  com})any  and  the  city,  and  their 
power  shall  l)e  subject  to  any  limitations  and  restrictions  con- 
tained now  or  hereaftei-in  any  ordinance,  regulation  or  order 
of  the  City  Councils  ;  and  the  members  of  said  board  shall 
receive  such  comj)ensation  for  their  services  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  councils,  but  they  shall  incur  no  debt 
against  the  city,  except  for  necessary  repairs  and  care, 
unless  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sec.  2.  The  person  serving  as  Superintendent  of 
Water  Works  shall  also  be  Superintendent  of  Sewers, 
and  he  shall  receive  such  additional  compensation  for  his 
services  as  the  councils  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 
Said  Superint(!ndent  of  Sewers  shall  have  supervision  of 
the  construction  and  repair  of  all  house-drainage,  and 
after  the  completion  of  the  original  contract  shall  supei- 
intend  all  repairs  of  said  sewers  and  tJKur  connections  ; 
and  he  shall  keej)  a  description,  with  j)lans,  of  the  sewer 
and  connections  and  an  account  of  all  expenses  in  his  de- 
partment, all  under  the  directions  of  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners. 

Sec.  3.  Before  anv  house-drain  siudl  have  been  con- 
nected with  said  sewers,  the  owner  thereof,  or  applicant, 
shall  pay  to  the  Supei"intendent  of  Sewers  the  following 
fees,  viz.  :  For  every  house-drain,  five  dollars  for  the 
connection,  and  all  persons  who  have  made  such  connec- 
tions, or  shall  have  made  them    bef(jre   the   completion    of 
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said  sewers,  shall  pay  said  t'ci's  ;  and  thcii"  connections, 
drains,  etc.,  shall  l)e  subject  to  this  ordinance  in  all  re- 
Sj3ects,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Sewers  shall  sec  that 
all  such  connections,  drains,  etc.,  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  ordinance.  All  monies  collected  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Sewers  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer twice  a  month,  and  the  ti'easurer  shall  keep  the  same 
as  a  separate  fund. 

Sec.  4.  No  plumbing,  house-drainage  or  connections 
shall  be  done  or  made  in  connection  with  the  sewer  by 
any  person  not  licensed  to  do  such  work  by  the  Board  of 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  under  a  [)enalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  5.      The    following-  regulations   shall  govern  the 
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planning  of  all  house-drainage  and  house  connections  with 
sewers  : 

1.  For  each  building  there  shall  be  a  separate  con- 
nection with  the  public  sewer  of  four-inch  salt-glazed 
vitrified  pipe,  which  may  extend  from  the  sewer  to  within 
five  feet  of  the  house,  and  from  thence  the  house-drain 
shall  be  of  cast-iron  pipe,  satisfactory  to  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Sewers,  and  shall  extend  upwards  so  that  its  upper 
terminus  shall  communicate  directly  with  the  open  air  in 
a  manner  which  shall  secure  perfect  ventilation.  That 
portion  of  the  soil  or  ventilating  pipe  above  all  fixtures 
may  be  of  material  and  dimensions  satisfactory  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Sewers. 

2.  No  trap  or  any  manner  of  obstruction  to  the  free 
flow  of  air  through  the  whole  course  of  the  drain  and 
soil-pipe  will  be  allowed. 

3.  Every  fixture  shall  be  eifectually  trapped.  No 
sink-drain  pipe  shall  be  more  than  one  and  one-fourth 
inches  in  diameter. 

4.  No  privy-vault  or  cesspool  shall  be  connected  with 
the  house-drain  or  sewer.  When  water-closets  take  their 
place,  they  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  out  and  filled  with 
fresh,  drv  earth. 
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5.  No  subsoil  drain  shall  he  connected  with  the  house- 
drain  at  any  point,  the  house-di-ain  being  made  and  kept 
absolutely  tight  for  the  removal  of  foul  water  without  the 
least  opportunity  for  escape  into  the  soil ;  and  drain-pipe, 
waste-pipe  or  rainwater  conductors  shall  under  no  circum- 
stances be  connected  with  the  house-drain. 

6.  Every  water-closet  shall  l)e  adequately  flushed  with 
water  from  a  cistern  above  it ;  except  that,  where  a  cis- 
tern is  liable  to  freeze,  other  methods  may  be  permitted, 
provided  that  thorough  flushing  is  secured.  No  closet 
shall  be  used  which  has  a  space  between  two  water  seals 
of  more  than  two  hundred  inches  capacity,  or  which 
has  such  space  of  any  capacity,  every  part  of  the 
walls  of  which  is  not  thoroughly  flushed  and  washed 
at  each  use  of  the  closet.  Every  water-closet  apartment 
shall  have  a  direct  means  of  ventilation  into  the  open  air. 

7.  All  soil  and  waste  pipes  shall  be  as  direct  as  possi- 
ble, and  all  parts  of  the  work  shall  be  so  arranged  that 
they  may  be  at  all  times  readily  examined  and  repaii-ed. 
Before  the  fixtures  are  placed  in  connection  with  the 
plumbing  work  of  any  house,  and  before  the  soil-pipe  is 
connected  with  the  drain,  the  outlet  of  the  soil-pipe  and 
all  openings  into  it  shall  be  hermetically  sealed  ;  the  pipe 
shall  then  be  filled  with  water  to  its  top  and  every  joint 
shall  be  carefullv  examined  for  leakage,  and  all  leaks  shall 
be  securely  closed  before  connections  with  the  soil-pipe 
are  made. 

8ec.  6.  All  drain-laying,  repairs  and  connections 
shall  be  made  according  to  the  following  rules,  and  if  any 
drain  be  constructed  or  repaired,  or  any  excavations  made 
for  that  purpose  without  a  j)ermit  in  writing  from  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Sewers,  or  in  a  mode  different  from  that 
prescribed  herein,  the  person  doing  such  work  and  the 
owner  or  agent  directing  the  same  shall  respectively  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  and  the 
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person  doing  such  work  shall  also  forfeit  his  license  for  a 
period  of  six  months. 

RULES  FOR  DRAIN-LAYING. 

1.  Before  any  connection  with  the  public  sewer  is 
made,  or  any  house  drainage  put  in,  or  any  repairs  on 
them,  a  permit  must  first  be  obtained  and  the  plan  pro- 
posed approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Sewers. 

2.  No  pipes  or  other  materials  for  drains  can  be  used 
till  they  have  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Sewers.  All  the  work  must  be  inspected  by 
him  and  done  to  his  satisfaction. 

3.  In  opening  any  street  or  public  way,  all  materials 
must  be  placed  where  they  will  cause  the  least  practicable 
inconvenience  to  the  public,  and  the  whole  enclosed  with 
sufficient  barriers  and  properly  lighted  at  night  from  the 
beo-inning  to  the  end  of  the  work. 

4.  No  street  shall  be  opened  until  the  Y  branch  of  the 
sewer  and  the  entire  course  of  the  drain  to  be  laid  shall 
have  been  precisely  staked  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Sewers. 

5.  The  least  inclination  that  can  be  allowed  for  house 
drains  is  1  in  60,  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Sewers. 

6.  In  the  '"'house  connection"  every  joint  shall  be  laid 
with  gasket  and  cement,  and  bedded  in  hydraulic  concrete 
at  least  four  inches  in  depth.  The  house-drain  and  soil- 
pipe  must  be  caulked  with  lead  so  as  to  be  both  water  and 
air-tight.  All  joints  must  be  satisfactory  to  Superintend- 
ent of  Sewers. 

7.  The  ends  of  all  pipes  not  to  be  immediately  con- 
nected are  to  be  securely  closed  water-tight,  with  imper- 
ishable materials.  The  inside  of  every  drain,  after  it  is 
laid,  must  be  left  smooth  and  clean  throughout  its  entire 
length,  and  true  in  line  and  grade. 
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8.  The  back-fillinG;  over  drains,  after  tliey  are  laid, 
must  l)e  [)U(ldk'(l  or  ratniiied,  all  water  and  gas  pipes  pro- 
tected from  injury  or  settling,  and  the  surface  of  the 
street  made  good  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  com- 
pletion of  that  part  of  the  drain  lying  within  the  public 
way. 

Sec.  9.  This  ordinance  is  to  take  effect  from  its  pas- 
sage, with  this  I'eservation,  to  wit:  That  nothing  in  it 
shall  be  construed  in  a  sense  that  will  relieve  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Sewers  and  Drains  from  the  per- 
formance of  certain  specific  duties  in  relation  to  the  sew- 
ers during  their  construction,  as  provided  in  a  joint  reso- 
lution passed  January  18,  1883,  nor  to  authorize  any 
connection  with  the  main  sewer  until  the  same  is  delivered 
to  the  city  by  the  Drainage  Construction  Company  as  per 
terms  of  their  contract.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  for  Purchase  of  Fire  Hose. 
Resolved  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene,  as 
follows  : 

That  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment be  authorized  to  purchase  for  the  use  of  the  Fire 
Department,  one  thousand  feet  of  fire  hose. 

Passed  September  4,  1883. 


A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  relating  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Resolved  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene,  as 
follows  : 
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That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Councils  that  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  steam  fire  engine  makes  the  re-organization  of 
the  Fire  Department  of  the  eity  to  a  certain  extent  nec- 
essary ;  that  there  appears  to  he  more  hose  men  tiian  will 
be  able  to  work  to  advantage  at  a  fire,  for  the  reason  that 
there  will  not,  in  most  instances,  be  room  for  them  on  the 
hydrants,  or  sufficient  water  to  supply  them  all  and  the 
steamer  at  the  same  time. 

We  therefore  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Fire  En- 
gineers to  examine  into  the  practicability  of  reducing  the 
force,  either  by  dismissing  one  of  the  old  hose  companies, 
or  dispensing  with  the  hose  men  now  on  the  steamer,  and 
allowing  the  steamer  hose  to  be  handled  by  one  of  the  old 
companies  ;  or  perhaps  they  will  see  that  both  of  these 
reductions  could  be  made,  and  still  that  the  hose  service 
would  be  ample  for  any  crisis.  The  Councils  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department 
cause  action  to  be  taken  upon  this  subject  in  as  brief  time 
as  possible.

House,  and  under  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  as  to  plans  and  specifications,  fit  U[)  the  same 
for  temporary  use  of  the  steamer,  for  a  sum  not  exceed- 
inff  two  hundred  dollars.

Resolved  by  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene, 
as  follows  : 

That  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Printing  cause 
to  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  for  general  distribution, 
twelve  hundred  copies  of  the  reports  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1883,  including 
all  the  usual  committees  and  officers  of  tlie  various  depart- 
ments ;  also,  the  proceedings  of  the  inauguration  of  the 
City  Government,  the  names  of  the  respective  officers, 
and  such  ordinances  and  resolutions  and  other  matters  as 
are  deemed  of  public  importance  by  them  ;  that  the  same 
be  published  at  the  lowest  reasonable  rate  and  delivered 
in  the  City  Clerk's  office  as  soon  as  practicable  ;  provided, 
however,  that  if  the  whole  shall  not  be  thus  delivered,  a 
corresponding  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the  contract 
price.

AN   ORDINANCE  providing  for  the  Election  of  Asses- 
sors of  Taxes  and  an  Overseer  of  the  Poor. 
Be    it  ordained   by  the    City  Councils    of  the   City  of 

Keene,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.      On  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  next,  or 

at  any  regular  meeting  in  January,  there  shall  be  elected 

by  the  City  Councils  in  joint   convention,  by  ballot   and 
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major  vote,  three  Assessors  of  Taxes,  who  shall  have  all 
the  power  and  authority  of  such  officers  [)rescribe(l  by  tiie 
General  Laws,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices,  respect- 
ively, one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for 
three  years,  from  the  lirst  Tuesday  of  January,  l<^b4,  and 
till  others  are  elected  and  qualified  in  their  places,  the 
term  of  each  to  be  determined  at  the  time  of  election  ; 
and  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  thereafter,  each  year, 
or  at  any  regular  meeting  in  January  following  the  first 
Tuesday,  one  Assessor  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner  to 
succeed  the  one  whose  term  shall  have  expired,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  three  years  from  said  first  Tuesday  of  Jan- 
uary, and  until  a  successor  shall  have  been  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said 
Board,  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  from  other 
cause,  the  City  Councils  shall  elect,  in  like  manner,  an- 
other to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term.  The  removal  of 
an  Assessor  from  one  ward  to  another  shall  not  efi'ect  his 
right  to  hold  said  office. 

Sec.  3.  On  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  each  year, 
or  as  soon  after  as  practicable,  the  City  Councils  in  joint 
convention,  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  shall  elect  one 
Overseer  of  the  Poor,  who  shall  hold  his  office  one  year 
from  said  first  Tuesday,  and  till  a  successor  shall  have 
been  elected  and  qualified.  Any  vacancy  in  said  office 
shall  be  filled  in  like  manner. 

Sec.  4.  The  salary  of  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  shall 
be  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  full  term 
for  which  he  shall  be  elected,  for  the  performance  of  the 
ordinary  duties  of  his  office  ;  but  any  necessary  extraor- 
dinary expense  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
shall  be  paid  in  addition  ;  and  the  annual  salary  of  each 
Assessor  shall  be  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars. 
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Sko.  5.  All  ordinanceti  and  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  oi'dinance  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  on  and  after  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  1884.

AN  ORDINANCE  in  amendment  of  Chapter  8,  of  the 
General  Ordinances,  providing  for  the  Appointment  of 


Engineers. 


Pe  it  ordained    by  the   City   Councils  of   the  City   of 
Keene,  as  follows  : 
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That  said  ordinance  be  and  hereby  is  amended  by 
striking:  out  the  word  "  six"  before  the  words  "  Assistant 
Knofineers "  in  the  first  section,  and  inserting  after  said 
words  "Not  exceeding  five  in  number," so  that  the  section 
shall  read,  "A  Chief  Engineer,  and  Assistant  Engineers 
not  exceeding  five  in  number,"  etc.

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  Certain  Abuses  in  Streets 
and  Highways. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  (councils  of  the  City  of 
Keene,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  put  or  place,  or  cause  to 
be  put  or  placed,  within  the  limits  of  any  street,  lane, 
alley  or  highway,  or  other  public  place  in  the  city,  any 
house  dirt,  ashes,  garbage,  shreds,  shavings,  filth,  suds, 
offal,  or  other  rubbish,  except  in  such  places  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  Superintendent  of  streets  may  provide  and 
prescribe. 

Seo.  2.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  stand  in  a 
group  or  near  each  other  on  any  foot  or  sidewalk,  so  as  to 
obstruct  a  free  passage  for  foot  passengers  ;  and  any  per- 
son or  persons  obstructing  the  foot  or  sidewalks  shall 
move  on  immediately  after  a  request  is  made  by  any  police 
officer  or  watchman.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sit, 
stand,  or  lounge  in  or  about  the  doors  or  passage-ways  to 
any  store,  church  or  public  building,  office,  saloon,  shop, 
dwelling  house  or  other  tenement,  except  the  owners  or 
tenants  thereof,  after  having  been  requested  by  the  owner 
or  occupant,  or  any  police  oflficer  to  depart  therefrom. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  wantonly  injure  or  deface 
any  building,  fence,  wall,  sign  board,  bill  board,  post,  or 
lamp  or  lantern  thereon,   or  shall  wantonly  cut   or  injure 
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any  tree  standing  in  any  street,  highway,  or  public  place, 
or  shall  rob  any  garden  or  field  of  fruit  or  vegetables,  or 
shall,  without  lawful  permission,  climb  on  or  over  any 
fence  of  any  garden  or  yard. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  occupy  any  street,  lane,  or 
alley  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  selling  goods  or  any- 
thing at  auction  or  otherwise,  without  first  obtaining  per- 
mission from  the  Mayor,  and  paying  therefor  such  a  sum 
as  may  be  required,  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  foregoing  sections  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  nor  less  than  one  dollar.
